It is ſuppcſed, and with * good Wake, that Geograp e are com- 
monly miſtak en in the Etymology of the Name of Portugal. Some French Au- 
| thass, and their Followers, will have it derived from Portus Gallus, or Portus 
Gallorum,; alledging, as the Foundation of this Opinion, that in ancient Times 


Frenth Veſſels frequenting the River Douro, ; ſettled ſome Colonies, as they aſ- 


ſert, where the City of Oporto now ſtands, and gave their Town the aforeſaid 
Appellation, which afterwards was extended to the whole Kingdom: But they 
diſagree in Point of Time; as ſome would have this Event to precede the Roman 
Conqueſt; others during the Dominion of the firſt Emperors; and others after 
the Invaſion of Spain by the Moors. And although my Intention is not to enter 
deeply into the Conteſt, yet I think it preciſely neceſſary to attempt eſtabliſhing 
the Truth of the Original of this Denomination, and, at the fame Time, to en- 
deavour to refute an Opinion ſo fallacious.

The preciſe Time or Year whew this new Eftabliſhment u was de e not 
appear; but it may be ſuppoſed, with the greateſt Probability, not to have been 
before the Vean 163: For it is remarkable, that, in the Fingrary, juſt men- 
tioned, ſuppoſed to be written b. y the Emperor Antoninus Pius, where all Charts 
and the coat Raads of Spain are minutely deſcribed, Mention is made only 
of Cale, and not of Portucale; which affords Matter for a very ſtrong Conjecture, 
that this latter was nat then founded, otherwiſe | it would naturally have been 
remarked in ſo extraordinary a Work.

Obſereation ; the firft; that herein Poriucale was aſſigned to the Biſhopric of 
Coimbra," calling it Portarale Cuſtrum Antiquum ; and the ſecond is, by calling 
the Church of Porto, Seiles Portugalenſis in Caftro Novo. This Difference be- 
tween Caftrum Antiquum and Caſtrum Nyvum, led the Chronologiſt, F. Bernardo 
de Brito, to believe that Portugal was the ancient Town of Cale, or Gaya; and 
Caſtrum Novum, the new City of Porto, But the great Antiquary, Gaſpar Eftaco; 
is: of Opinion, that the giving the Name of Portugal to Caſtrum Antiqunm, was, 
becauſe at the ſame Time that the new City of Porto was daily increaſing, the 
Reputation of the Ton of Cale was greatly diminiſhing; and ſo it ſeemed ne- 
ceſlary to add the ſaid Appellation, to the End of its being better known: In- 
ſomuch that the Meaning of the Words, Portucale, Caſtrum Antiquum, is the 
ſame as to ſay, the old Caſtle cloſe to Portucale, or the City of Porto. This is 
confirmed by the Settlement of the Suevi, reported by Laayſa, in which there is 
likewiſe Mention made of Portugalliæ, Caſtrum Anti auum; where antiquum refers 
to Caſtrum, and not to Portugalliæ. In other Councils, as well of Toledo as 
Braga, in the fixth and ſeventh Centuries, Biſhops Portugallenſes, and ſome- 
times Portuenſes, are taken Natice of. 

From all theſe Remarks, it is evidently concluded, that the Name of Portu- 
gal is derived from the ancient Town of Cale, or Gaya, and not from Portus Gal- 
las, or Portus Gallorum. There now remains to inveſtigate the Period when the 
faid Appellation was transferred from the City of Porto, to all that Territory at 
preſent termed the Kingdom of Portugal. | 
Thoſe who are but a little verſed in the Roman Hiſtory, 8 have remarked, 
that, inſtead of Portugal, the Name of Luftania was anciently given to this 
Province; which Appellation however does not perfectly correſpond to it: For 
Pertagai at preſent comprehends various Lands, that did not belong to Lufita- 
ma and this extended to other Settlements, which are without the Limits of 
Portugal. This Denomination, which it had in the Time of the Romans, either 
taken from Elſa or Laſis, continued after the Entrance of the northern Na- 
tions into Spain, which happened in the Year 412, without any Alteration, from 
the Conqueſt of the Suevi, who occupied fo great a Share of it; and in the ſame 
Manner it was preſerved under the Meri Dominion, until the Reign of King 
Ferdinando the Great, who died in 1067. 
It was in the Reign of this Prince, as Hiſtorians cenerally agree, that the 
Change of the Appellation of Luſitania for Portugal was made; for (ſay they) 
his approaching Death induced him to make the Diviſion of his Dominions 
among his Sons: He diſpoſed of the Kingdom of Caftile to Don Sancho ; that 
of Leon to Don Alfonſo; and the Territories of Portugal and Galicia to Don Gar- 
cia; and on this Occafion it was that he made the Alteration. The Reaſon that 
influeneed him thereto, was this, that the City of Porto having greatly increaſed 
its Reputation, and, in conſequence thereof, ſpread its Name to ſeveral Parts of 
that Province, he thought proper to comprehend the Whole under that of Por- 
tugal, as taken from a Settlement fo illuſtrious. 
The moſt ancient Writing now extant, wherein the Appellation of Portugal 
is given to all the Kingdom, bears Date from the Month of April. 1069, kept

The Kingdom of Portugal is now divided into fix Provinces ; of which the 


moſt meridional forms the Kingdom of Afgarve : The other five (commencing 


from the North) are, Entre-Douro and Minho, Trazos- Montes, Beira, Eftremadura, 
and Alentejo. In this Diviſion there are only eighteen Cities; but It is to be 
obſerved, that among the many Towns diſperſed over the Country, are to be 
ſeen a great Number, ſo well peopled, with ſuch good Buildings, and carrying 
on ſo conſiderable a Trade, that they deſerve, with great Juſtice, to be numbered 
among Cities in any Part of Europe. 


Among the Cities are three archi epiſcopal, VIZ. Braga, i in the Province 4 En- 
tre-Douro and Minbo; Evora, in Alentejo; and Liſbon, i in Eftremadura; this laſt, 


which is the Capital of the Kingdom, was divided in the Reign of King Jabn V. 


into oriental and occidental. The firſt, not attended now with any Preference, 
preſerves its ancient metropolitan Chair, but with great Diminution of its Rents: 
And the ſecond was erected into a patriarchal Seat, with the greateſt Privileges 
that any Church enjoys, as may be ſeen in the golden Bull, expedited by Pope 
Clement Xl. on the 7th of November, 17116. 


The epiſcopal Cities ( followin g the Order obſerved i in the Provirices) are ten, 
viz. Porto, in the Province of Minho; Miranda, in that of Trazos-Montes; Coim- 
bra, Guarda, Lamego and Viſeu, in Beira; Leiria, i in Eftremadura; Elvas and Por- 
talegre, in Alentejo; and Faro, in Algarve. The Cities which have no n 
Seats, are, Braganza, Beja, Lagos-Sylves, and Tavira. 

Beſides theſe Archbiſhoprics and Biſhoprics in the Kingdom, Portugal tide ſe- 
veral others in its foreign Dominions and Conqueſts. In Ala, the Archbiſhop 
of Goa, Primate of the Eaft; the Archbiſhopric of Serra, called alſo Canganor; 
and the Biſhops of Cochin, Malacca, Meliapor, and Macao. In America, the Arch- 


biſhopric of Bahia; with the Biſhoprics of Rio de Janeiro, Pernambuco, Maran- 


baon, and gran Para. In Africa, the Biſhops of Angola, St. Thomas, and Cabo 
Verde; and, laſtly, thoſe of Angra and PRO, in the Terceira "08 ponds 
Iſlands. 


The Climate of Portugal is by many reckoned the moſt benign i in . ; 
though with great Difference in the Provinces, as thoſe in the North are ſome- 
times piercing cold in the Winter, and the ſouthern ones commonly very bot in 
the Summer: So that I muſt diſſent from the generally-received Opinion of the 
Benignity of this Clime, in Fayour of the more temperate ones of Yalencia in 
Spain, and the ſouthern Parts of France. This Country produces all the Variety 
of Fruits that Spain does, and which are natural to the meridional Parts of Eu- 
rope, and ſome in a greater Perfection than are to be found in its neighbour-

| The Mines of Portugal were « apciently celehented Sor their different Ores; but Mines. 
ſince Africa, Ala, and America, have plentifully ſupplied us with their Trea- 
ſures, theſe here have been ſlighted and neglected as unprofitable: Though, on 
the contrary, the Salt-pans in this Country continue ſtill to ſupport their Re- 
putation, both for Quantity and Quality, being ſuperior as to the latter for moſt 
Uſes to any made in Spain, except at St. Lucar and Cadiz; and conſequently, 
large Parcels are ſhipped for the North, and occaſionally to our Plantations, for 
curing the Fiſh, &c. Beſides the abovementioned Fruits, natural to Portugal, 
we may add thoſe which are brought from her ſeveral Settlements abroad, and 
diſtributed among the various Inhabitants of Europe who become their Purcha- 
ſers ; - ſuch as Sugar, Tobacco, Cocoa, Ivory, Ebony, Brafil, and other valuable 
Woods; Indigo, Pepper, Cloves, Salt-petre, Tea, 18 Muſk, Amber, ont 
and other Drugs, from the Eęſ-Indies. 


The principal Rivers which water Portugal, are, the Tajo, Douro, Minbo, and Rivers. 
Guadiana ; which ſeem to divide the Provinces. 


The Tajo hath its Riſe on the Confines of Aragon and New-Coftile, running 720. 

to the Weſt by this Province; and, after receiving the Rivers Malina and Xarama, 
it waſhes the Walls of Toledo: At a little Diſtance from which, augmented by 
the Guadarrama and Alberches, it is ſubjected by the magnificent Bridge of A- 
maraz, where the Alagaon and other Rivers loſing themſelves in it, it flows to 
the City of Alcantara; a little after entering Portugal, and taking in the River 
Zezere, it runs by the Town of Santarem, and, aſſiſted by the Sea, it forms the 
fialndu$Poft of Liſbon, and there finiſhes its Courſe. 


The Douro, riſing in Old-Caftile, a few Leagues from Agreda and Tarazona, Douro. 
waſhes in that Province the Cities of Soria and Aranda; and, in the Kingdom 


of Leon, Simancas, Tordefillas, Toro, and Zamora, after being enriched with ſeve- 
ral other Rivers: From hence, entering Portugal by Miranda, it yet augments 
its Streams with the Rivers Coa, Tavora, Paiva; and others, in going to water 
the City of Porto, ſeated on its northern Bank, where it empties itſelf into the

The Year of Portugal s new Erection into the Title of a Kingdom, was 1139, 

on Occaſion of the celebrated Battle of Ourique ; when the aforeſaid Infante Don 
Alfonſo being about to engage with Jar, we by four other Moor:/þ 
Monarchs, his Troops proclaimed him King, a little before the Action, in which 
he obtained a moſt important Victory. This Title was afterwards acknow- 
ledged and confirmed by Pope Alexander III. in the Year 1179, by a Bull, ſtill 
preſerved in the royal Archive, called the Torre do Tombo. Some Authors make 
this Confirmation more ancient, attributing it to Innocent II, others to Lucius II, 
and others, finally, to Eugenius III; fo that the Kingdom of Portugal reckons 
upwards of fix hundred Years from its firſt Foundation to the Year 1767, the 
Time I am writing this: And the Houſe, which at preſent reigns in Portugal, is 
the ſame that commenced its Settlement; a Circumſtance ſeldom ſeen in the 
other Sovereign Families of Europe. The Dominion of Spain laſted for the Space 
of fixty Years (under the Reigns of three Philips), viz. from 1580 to 1640; in 
which laſt Year, on the 1ſt of December, the moſt Serene Houſe of Braganza,

"The Herren 40 Puridade were anciently reputed the Princks chief TIER 
ſters; whoſe Chanceries were under their Care for all Diſpatches of Favour and 
Reward. Omitting other great Preeminences of this Office, ſome Authors pre- 
tend that it was known in Portugal in the Reign of {foro II; mentioning at 
this Time one Mafalde de Beja with the Title of ;Eſerivaon da Puridade, autho- 
rized by his Epitaph, to be ſeen in the Church of Sz. Jobn at Bya; where it is 
likewiſe ſaid, that he helped to gain that Town a ſecond Time in the Year 1229, 
which correſponds. to the Year of Chriſt, 1191. Others make different Suppo- 
ſitions about the Commencement of this Office; but with ſuch little Appearance 
of Truth, that I ſhall omit relating them, and praceed to remark what is handed 
dyn to us, on a better Foundation and more evident Veracity: And the moſt, 
ancient Memorial to be depended on uncontroverted, is, in the Reign of Peter: J.

the Order to attend in their Abſence; and his Majeſty confirming the ſaid Re- 
preſentation, he ſerved with the Title of ſimple Z/moler, whilſt their Superiors, 
the Abbots:- general, retained that of Eſmoletes more, a8 an inſeparable Procmi- 
nence of that Abby but in Time, theſe Deputies were called Eſnmleres menones, 
though they continued to ſign only according to their primitive Appellation. 
And notwithſtanding the Abbots Right to deputez as is abovementioned, I find

Caminba is at preſent a Place tolerably well fortified, as it has: an exterior 
Work, within which ſtands a Convent of Nuns, with a Stone Trench, Parapet, 
and Banquette, that deſcends by the River almoſt 3a0 Yards, with its Rendents, 
a ſmall Bulwark, and demi Baſtion: At the Extremity, upon a great Platform,

brige was given it by the Emperor Auguſtus, in Memory of his Predeceſſor,” Ju- 
lius Ceſar. It is certain that, during the Reign of Titus, Braganga was become 
a noble Settlement, as appears evidently from a Cippus, which is yet preſerved 


in the Church of Nogueira, at half a League Diſtance from the Tow of Chaves. 


In the Time of the Goths, and Kings of Leon, it was governed by the prineipal 


Nobility, who had ſometimes the Title of Earls: In Proceſs of Time; the Lord- 


ſhip of Braganpa paſſed to the Monaſtery of S. Salvador de Caſtro de Abelunas; who 
were Benedictine Monks, founded in the Year 667, and were extinguiſhed in that 
of 1545, with the Intent to apply their Rents to the new Cathedral of the City 
of Miranda, as hath already been related.

Mi- 
nority. In the Reign of King Dennis, and Continuance of the Diſunion be- 
tween him and his Son the Infante Don Aﬀonſd, this latter made himſelf Maſ- 
ter of Cormbra, on the laſt Day of the Year 1321; but the King beſieging it a 
few Months after, they came to an Agreement, by Mediation of the Queen Santa 
Jabel, when the Lordſhip of this City, pans! 0 Velbo, and other Haacke re- 
mained to the Prince. 

Its ancient Walls (in a ſeveral Towers) are - Rill fandiy. It hath 
fix Gates; that of da Portagem, da Eſtrella, do Caſtello, do Collegio novo dos Conegos 
Regrantes, de Santa Sofia, and de Almedina: It hath likewiſe a fine Bridge over 
the Mondego ; and four Squares, Vir. os ed, da Frira, da Praga, and 
de Sanſacn.

It is an epiſcopal City, and — ee to. the Archbiſhops of Braga. | And 
though the Year of its Erection does not quite clearly appear, yet it is certain 
that it was raiſed to this Dignity before the Entrance of the Suevi, as is ſeen in 
the famous Diviſion of the Metropolitans of Spain, made during the Empire of 
Conftantine the Great, and referred to by.Raſes, a Moor, and Chronicler to the 
| King of Cordova; the ſame is likewiſe proved from the Eliberiton Council; con- 
vened in the Year 338; and from the firſt Council of Braga, begun in the fifth 
Century: Though the Antiquary, Gaſpar: Eftaco, hath fome Objections, againſt 
the Hiſtory of this latter Aſſembly; in it a Biſhop of Coimbra is mentioned, un- 
der the Name of Elipandus; and in ſome Memorials * ſeveral, other TORR ah 
taken Notice of. 

The Catalogue of the Biſhops of this Cathedral hath. 9 1 all Cer: 5 
tainty from the latter End of the eleventh Century to the preſent Time, that is, 
a little after its Reſtoration from the Moors by King Fernando the Great; and the 
firſt Prelate therein aſſigned was Don Paterno, who died in 1089 109, and 
was ſucceeded by fifty five Biſhops to the Year 1734: And for what more re- 
lates to the Dignity of this Cathedral, I ſhall add, that the Biſhopriò contains 
343 Pariſhes, comprehended in three Archdeaconries; that of Vouga, that of 
Ceo, and that of Penella. King Afonſo V. of Portugal united to the 5 Cchefaltl 
cal Dignity of this See, in the Year 1472, the Title of Eails of Arganil, in the 
Perſon of the then Biſhop Don Juaon Galvaon; which Town Webanicn the Royalty 
of that Mitre, by an Exchange made in 1432, between the Chapter and Mar- 
tim Vaſques da Cunba, towards the latter End of the Reign of King Jobn I. The 
Chronologiſt of the regular Canons treats of this Matter with ſome Variation ; 
ſaying, that when Afonſo V. made the Biſhop, Don Joaon Galvaon, Earl of Ar- 
ganil in the Year 1472, he gave to the Prior of the Monaſtery of Folques, Don Mi- 
guel Pires da Sylva, the Lordſhip of the Town of Fajaon, and 8 him Earl 
of Alvarez, on Condition of ** e the ela M INEA WHO 5 had 
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The Chapter of Cimbra conſiſts: of elght Dignitics ; twenty five Canons, ſix 
half Canons, and three Tercenarios, for which they have thirty: three Prebends: 
The Digrataries are, a Dean, Chanter, Schoolmaſter, chief. Treaſurer, and 1 2 
abovementioned four Archdsacons of Cui nbra, Vouga, Cra, and Penella. 
Otder Prerogatives of this City are, that herein the Kings of Portugal kept 
their Court in * ſecond Situation (the firſt having been in Gumaruem] ; it 
was the Birth - place of "ſeveral of the Monarchs of this Kingdom, and hath alſo 
afforded-Sepulchres- to ſome. of them; and beſides, ſeveral Cortes have occaſion- 
ally been held here. It hath been twice raiſed to a Dukedom; the firſt Time 
in Favour of the Infante Don Pedro, Son to King John I; and the ſecond for f 
Don Jorge, commonly called the Duke-Mafer, Son to King Jobn II, who was a 
Branch of the great Houſe of Aueiro. Its Charter is ſuppoſed to have been 
given it by the Earl Don Henrique; which, till then, was governed. by-that it had 
from Afonſo VI.

 -It is/hikewiſe a Glory to Coimbra that it is the Seat of a „ 
whoſe Beginning was from King Dennis in Liſbon,” Anno 1291, as appears in 
the Collection of its Statutes,” but ſeventeen Years after he himſelf removed it 
to where ĩt now 1 is: His Son Afﬀenſo IV, or King Fernando, as others will have Manoel se. 
it, removed it again to Le/bor, where it remained till the Reign of King John III, r 
who once more reſtored it to Coimbra, in April, 18377 Jo * Las 
The Chairs which are in this Univerſity, and the Faculties taught i m it; are n 
as follows, viz. ſeven Chairs, ſmall and great, of Theology; ſeven of Canons; 
ten of Laws, or civil Right; ſeven of Medicine, including the two of Anatomy 
and Surgery; one of Mathematics, and another of Muſic: Beſides theſe Chairs 
and Faculties, here are four Courſes of Philoſophy; a Chair for Hebrew, ano- 
ther for Greek, and ſeveral for Latin; which are reputed as Part of the Univer- 
 fity's Body, although they are in the Fefurts College. 

All this great Body is governed by a Rector; who, according to the Statutes; 
muſt be a Perſon of the firſt Quality, and moſt illuſtrious in Learning and good 
Behaviour, as the above Charge is reputed one of the moſt conſiderable in the 
Kingdom, and from which any one is rarely unprovided of a Mitre : 
Oftentimes a Reformer is appointed in the Univerſity, who hath yet more Au- 
thority than the Rector; and at other Times it hath only a Governor, whoſe 
Title is in leſs Eftimation than either of the preceding. 

Next follows the Office of Chancellor, ns ho tha Bice ob Song Fhive-of 
| Coimbra, by a ſpecial Grant of King Job III. and confirmed by a pontifical Bull:

Huſpital Real, was founded by Jobn II; but it owes its ultimate perfection to 
king Manoel, who granted it great Privileges, and endowed it with large Rents. 


And as Liſbon is majeſtic i in its Temples, it is not leſs ſo in its other Edifices, 
in which the Grandeur of a City e and, amongſt them, the following 
merit a particular Attention. 


Pago, « or the Palace, was, till Nel by 5 e a I . 
and majeſtic Edifice, on the Banks of the River 7. agus, and was for ſome Time 
called from its Situation, the Palace da Ribeira; it is the Work of King Manoel, 
which he moved to from the ancient Palace of Alcagova: It ſerves for the Reſi- 
dence of the Kings of Portugal, as alſo for the Seat of ſeveral Councils and 
Tribunals of the Kingdom; the Part of this ſuperb Building which looks eaſt- 
ward, eſpecially the Gallery and Pavilion (called the Fort), was erected by Order 
of Philip II. of Spain, under the Direction of the famous Architect, Philip Terzo. 

Pacos da Alcagova, or the Palace of Alcagova ; ; a Palace, fituated within the 
Caſtle of Liſbon, built by King Dennis, who till then reſided in the ſame Manner 
as his Predeceſſors had done in the Palace that now ſerves for the Court of Re- 
ports and a Priſon: This of Alcagova continued the royal Habitation until the 
Reign of King Manoel, and now belongs to the Marquiſſes of Caſcaes, as Al- 
caides mores, or Lords Lieutenants of Liſbon. 

- Pagos dos Eftaos, is ſeated to the Weſt, in the Square of Rocio; and now ſerves 
for Ok Reſidence of the Inquiſitors - general, who here hold the Tribunal of the 
Inquiſition. 

Corte Real, or the rojal. Court, is a crard. Palace, and of fine Architecture; 
built alſo on the Banks of the River Tagus, at a little to the weſtward of that 
of da Ribeira: It was inhabited by Peter II, both before and after his aſcending 
the Throne; and hath been ſince ce by his moſt Serene Highneſs the In- 
fante Don Franciſco. 

Pago, or Palace da Bem poſta, is a modern Building, ſeated i in the Field of 
Santa Barbara; and begun by the moſt Serene Lady Donna Catharina, Queen 
Dowager of England, and Widow to King Charles II : It belongs at preſent to 
her Nephew, the aforementioned Infante Don Franciſco. | 


To theſe royal Edifices, may be added the Houſes bf different Noblemen and 
other Gentlemen; which are built with ſo much Regularity and Coſt, that they 
would deſervedly obtain the Names of Palaces, if this Title was as currently given 
to the Houſes of Particulars in Liſbon, as it is at ſome other Courts of Europe. 


This City is likewiſe the Seat of the principal Tribunals of the Kingdom, viz. 
the Council of State, the Council of War, the De/embargo do Pago, the Court of 
RNequeſts, the Table of Conſcience, the Treaſury, the Aſſembly of the three 
States, the Tribunal des Contos, the ultramarine Council, the Queen's Council,

In Proceſs of Time this City is ſo much increaſed, eſpe- 
cially to' the weſtward, that its ancient Walls now ſerve for a Diviſion of the 


On the Sea Side, at two Leagues to the caſtward of the Town of Caſcaes, and 
three from the City of Lisbon, are two Fortreſſes, to defend the Entrance of the 
Bar, whoſe Cannon croſs each other; theſe are, that of Sr. Fultaon, commonly 
called S. Giaon; and that of S. Lowrengo, or the dry Head, PD alſo by the Vul⸗ 
gar, the Torre do Bogio. 

The Fort of Sf. Juliaom is ſeated to the North, on a live Rock, beaten by the | 
Sea, with an irregular Fortification, as it is built according to the Form of the 
Rock: It conſiſts of five irregular Bulwarks, with a Ravelin, on the Land Side, 


and ſeveral low Batteries to the Sea, well furniſhed with Artillery; ; and for the 


yet greater Security of the Place, it was ſome Years ago intended to extend the 
Incloſure on the Land Side, to the taking in of the Spot, called the Argueiraon, 
that may ſerve it as a Sconce. It was built in the Minority of King Sebaſtien, 
by Direction of the Cardinal Don Henrique, who afterwards came to the Throne, 

In Front of this Place, ſoutherly; is ſeen the Fort of- 8. Lourengo, ſeated on 
the Point of a ſhallow Sand, which, remaining diſcovered at low Water, is there- 
fore called the dry Head, as before mentioned: It is of a circular Figure; and, 
although it occupies but little Room, it has 222 Batteries, both high and or:

Between theſe two Batteries lies the Bar of Lisbon, divided into two Channels 
by a rocky Bank, with the Name of the Cachopos; which, beginning at a Muſket- 
ſhot from the Fort of &. Juliaon, runs for above a League to the South- ſouth- 
weſt: The Entrance to the North, is between the' Cachepos and the Tower of S. 
Juliaon, being called from its Narrownefs, the Corredor or Gallery, which ought 
not to be attempted, but with a fair Wind and Tide: The Entrance to the South, 
is betwixt the ſaid Cachopos and the Tower of S. Lopurengo, called the Channel of 
Alcagova, being much wider than the other. 

At two Leagues from the Fortreſs of S. Juliaan, and, one. 6 the 
City, is the Tower of Belem, built two hundred Paces into the Tagus; which, 
beſides defending the Entrance to the City, ſerves alſo to regiſter all Embarka- 
tions, and hath its high and low Batteries, with a good Garriſon: It i is the Work 
of King Manoel, who called it the Tower of S. Vicente. 

This Tower, to the South, correſponds with that of S. Sebaftiqen, 1 75 
called the old one; of whoſe Plan, Garcia de Reſend: 1 is ſuppoſed to be the Au- 
thor, in the Chronicles of Jobn II: It is ſituated on the Declivity of a Mountain;

The Frontiſpiece of the Church includes three great Arches, in hich are 
formed as many Doors, elevated to the Height of them, and two leſſer Portals 
placed between the three; all of Iron, beautifully wrought, and inlaid with 
Braſs, after ſuch an artful, curious Manner, as is hardly to be equalle. 
All theſe five Gates give Entrance to the Court, which is a long Square; z and 
hath 116 Palms in Length, by 32 wide; the Whole panneled with blue and 
white Marble, and the Pavement neat and elegantly inlaid with a vaſt Variety of 
fine Stones: Here are likewiſe ſeen fix large Jaſpar Statues, wiz.-of St. Vincent, 
St. Sebaſtian, St. Bennet, St. Bernard, St. Bruno, and St. Jobn da Matta, all 2 
in Niches. 5 

In this Court are e the three Gates which give Admiſſion to the Church, that 
in the Middle, having a niched Column on each Side, with Capitals of the Co- 
rinthian Order, all of white Marble, which are crowned by a Stone with —5 
ful Mouldings, having in its Center an Oval of Jaſpar, whereon is repreſented

Each Wing of the Palace, from Tower to e is divided into a Gallery, 


with three Parts ; two with four Windows each, of 16 Palms high, and 8 wide; 


the middlemoſt hath five Windows, four equal with the preceding; but that in 


the Center is commenſurate with thoſe above, having a projecting Baluſtrade, 


with its Cornice, and the Sides ornamented with Feſtoons. It hath another

The Gal- 
lery to the South hath Halls, 190 Palms long, and 30 wide; and the ſame to 
the North: In that where the Library is placed, there is on each Side a Row of 
Buildings, having proper Accommodations to lodge a Prince, with its particu- 
lar Stair-caſe, Kitchen, RR Apartments, Sc. and all ſeparated from the 
Palace. 

The Palace hath beſides the two Stair- 1 WN two others of 1 1 0 8 
wide, with a Baluſtrade of white Marble, which are appropriated to the Service of 
the Kitchen, and communicate with all the other Apartments. There is alſo an- 
other interior, which aſcends from the Kitchen to the Palace; and two particu- 

lar ones that go down from the Palace to the Door of the Church; and the ſame 
Number that deſcend from the Gallery of the Frontiſpiece to the two laſt Chapels 
of the Church, made with ſuch Art, that one Perſon going up, and another down 
at the ſame time talking together, do not ſee one another; the one deſcends to 
the Church, and the other aſcends the Tower: Another private Stone Stair-caſe, 
of 6 Palms wide, riſes from the aulic Gallery to the uppermoſt Apartments. The

- Sighting the fabulous Accounts which fomeAuthors give of this city s Foun- 
dation, I ſhall only regard what comes confirmed concerning it, vig, that it

(prior to any other Settlement), to cruſh the Moors of Santarem and its Neigh- 1 


ourhood; and to facilitate the Conqueſt of Eftremadura. This Fortification was 
extremely ſtrong for thoſe Times, being erected on a Hill or Rock, and girt with 
large good Walls, in which are ſtill ſeen the ruinated Remains of ſeveral Towers:

Which Opinion they founded on a Tradition, that the Corregedores were obliged 
to reſide ſix Months in Thomar, and an equal Term in Abr antes; and thoſe of 
the latter renewing their Pretenſions in the laſt Cortes, their Procurators were 
nonſuited, and Thomar continued in the quiet Poſſeſſion of the Privilege which 
it before enjoyed. And it is certain that the Deſembargo db Papo always wrote 
to the Ouvi dor of the Order of Chrift, with the Title of Corregeder of Thomar, and 
not Cerregeder of Abrantes ; and when the ſaid Miniſter was abſent, or otherwiſe 
hindered from officiating, he ſubſtituted the Fuiz de Fora of Thomar, which he 
would not have done if Abraxtes had been the ſuperior, for in this Caſe it would 
have been natural he ſhould have preferred the other. Sometimes it happened 
that theſe Miniſters diſpatched by two different Orders, the one from the Deſem- 
Bargo do Page, and the other from the Meſa da Conſciencia; but they did not relin- 
quiſh their Poſſeſſion, although they acted only by the firſt : He was therefore 
intitled Corregedor of Thomar, for what touched the King as Sovereign; and Ou- 
vidor of the 9 of Cbriſt, for what reſpected the King as grand Maſter; and 
ſo the Offices of the Order are provided by the Meſa da Conſciencia, and thoſe of 
the Diſtrict by the Deſembargo do Pago. Finally, after the Grant made by King 
John V, of the Lordſhip of Abrantes to the Marquis de Fontes (as will be remarked 
in the Deſcription of that Town), it is not to be doubted that Thomar hath the

derſtood of the preſent Settlement; for the Name of Thomar (as Doctor Fr. Fran- 4 i 
ciſco Brandaon acknowledges) was invented by the Arabs, and applied by them to = 
ſignify. the ancient City of Nabancia, and alſo the River Nabaon, changing the 

Names that they bore till that Time: In which Manner, though the Donation 
of Thomar was made by King Afonſo-Henriques, to the Maſter Don Galdim Paes, 
in the Year_1147, it does not from hence follow, that he gave him the preſent 
Town, but only the Site to build it on; which alſo ſeems to be ſhewn by the 
Context of the aforeſaid Donation, as therein it is ſaid, all that Country was a 
Deſert, and without any other Settlement in that Diſtci& than the Caſtle of Ce- 
ras, as has been before obſerved. And the ſame Judgment may be formed of the 
unfortunate Event which happened to the Chriſtians of Thomar in 1137, related 
in the antique Gocbiſb Chronicle, explaining it not to be ſpoke preciſely of the 
Inhabitants of that Themar, which was founded by Don Galdim Paes, but of thoſe 
reſiding in the Voiſinage of the River Thomar, or Nabaon; and ſo much the more, 

as there is not the leaſt Memorial of ſuch an Affair, fince the Foundation of 
\Thomar by the Templars.. 

This Town was beſieged in the Year 1190, and in the Reign of Sancho I. by 
the Miramamolin of Morocco, with an Army of 50,000 Foot and 40,000 Horſe 
-(which, a certain Chronologiſt Yerba, increaſed, by tranſlating Quadra- 

ginta millia and quinquaginta millia, for 400 and 500,000); but after ſeveral Aſ-

Ourem ſtands about A e Weſt of Thomar, ſeated on the Summit of 
a Mountain, which on every Side makes an Advance to it troubleſome. The 
moſt ancient Notices that we have of this Place, is, its having been taken from 
the Moors by King onſo-Henriques, between the Years 1148 and 1154, in the 
fame manner as in Interſpace « of Time were Thomar, Alenguer, T; orres-Novas, 
Torres-Vedras, Obi dos, Penella, and Abrantes: When this Town was conquered, 
the King gave it to Queen Tareja, his Daughter; and granted it a Charter in the 
Year 1180, declaring it to be of his Seigniory: From whence the Chronologiſt, 
Pr.

The Foundation of Steen is s ſuppoſed to be very ancient; as it was a Place 
ſo conſiderable in the Time of the Romans, that, beſides their eſtabliſhing a Co- 
lony in it, under the Title of. Prefidium Fulium, they raiſed it to the Preemi- 
nence of a Conventy Juridies, or Chancery; being one of the three in Laſttania, 
with a much greater Juriſdiction than the others of Merida and Beja, extending 
to the River Douro, and: comprehending all Berra, the Lands of Ribacoa, Part of 
Tras os Montes, and of the Kingdom of Leon. This Prerogative. (though with 
ſome Alteration) it obtained, after coming under the Dominion of the Kings of 
Portugal, who eſtabliſhed in it a high Court of Juſtice, and another for civil Af- 
fairs; which remained till the Reign of King Jobn I, when it was removed to 
Liſbon; and, in the Time of Philip II. of Spain, it was transferred to Porto. It 
was very anciently called Scalabis; but the Etymology of the Name being very 
uncertain, I ſhall rather excuſe an Attempt to clear it up, than relate fictitious 
Traditions which have been offered by the Injudicious to this Purpoſe. 

Santarem was loſt by the general Invaſion of the Moors, and regained by King 
Afonſo VI. of Leon, on the 21ſt of April, 1093, as is related in the Gothic Hiſ- 
tory; and he gave it its Charter, on the 1 3th of November, 1095, after which it- 
again ſoon paſſed under the Dominion of its late Maſters. In the ſaid Charter, 
the King calls it Santa Herena; from which, in Proceſs of Time, it corruptly got 
its preſent Appellation, introduced inſenſibly, and originated from the Sepulchre 
of Santa Irene or Iria, martyred in the City of Nabencria in the Year 653, in the 
Reign of Reccefvinds Kung of Spain, and was buried near to Scalabis, between the 
Waters of the T; agus: It is likewiſe to be noted, that, in this Charter, Santarem 
had the Title of a city, being ſtiled Ciuitas Sandtæ Hern. 

In the Year 1147, King Afenſo-Henriques took this Town by Surprize, on the 
15th of March, either at Night or Day-break, which was looked on as one of the

The royal Collegiate of Santa Maria de Alcagron was founded by the Knights 
Templars; to whom King Aﬀonſo-E gave all the Arles Rights of 
Santarem, iri Satisfaction of a Vow that he had made in cafe he conquerod it; 
which appears by a Writing of the ſaid Grant, bearing Date in April, 1147. The 
Year of its Building was 1154, according to an Inſcription on the Door of the 
faid Church: But as there it ſays, that it was erected by Order of Hago, Maſter 
of that Order, and, on the contrary, ſeveral Memorials mention that the Maſter 
Don Galdim was then living; it muſt be underſtood that Maſter Hugo, of whom 
the Writing ſpeaks, was Mafter-general of the Order, who commonty reſided at 
Jeruſalem, and that Maſter Caldim was only ſo of the Portugueſe Knights. 
In the Year 1159, the Templars yielded this Church to Don Gz/berto Biſhop of 
Liſbon (who founded a College in it) in Exchange for the Caſtle of Ceras, which 
the King gave them; and the fame was tranſacted with the Church of Nafa Sen- 


bora de Murvilla, which alſo belonged to the aforeſaid Order. This Collegiate

dition, on their laſt hoſtile Entry into the Kingdom, which would have rendered 
them an eafy Prey, had not the timely.

ſucceſſively depended on the Metropolis of Merida and nn. and hath now 
for Suffragans the Churches of Elvas and Faro. 

The Chapter of Evora conſiſts, of eight Dignitaries, twelve Canons ( among 
which one hath the Degree of Maſter, and another of Doctor); four Half-Ca- 
nons, and four Quarternaries: The Dignities are, a Dean, Chanter, Schoolmaſter, 
chief Treaſurer; and four Archdeacons, of Bago, Sexta, Lavre, and Oriola. This 
is the richeſt Church of all Spain, excepting the Cathedral of Toledo; and in late 
Years its Rents have amounted to 140,000 Crugados. 

Formerly the Inhabitants were reckoned 10,000, but at preſent they are re- 
| duced to 4200, divided into five Pariſhes, viz. that of the See (about which I 

ſhall treat ſubſequently) ; that of Santo Antaon (of which the op are 
Priors); S. Mamede, Santiago, and S. Pedro. 
_ The ſaid Cathedral was new founded by Biſhop Don Payo, on the 20th of May, 
1186, in the Reign of King Sancho I, fy twenty Years after the City was re- 


gained from the Moors. It is however to be remarked, that Durate Nunes de 


Leaon and other Authors have made the ſaid Don Payo the firſt Biſhop of Evora 
after-its Conqueſt; though they were evidently miſtaken, as Fr. Antonio Brandaon 
proves from various Confirmations of Don Soeiro to ſeveral royal Donations in 


the Years 1166 and 1169, whereas the earlieſt Accounts we have of Don Payo are | 


after the Year 1180. 
The other public Buildings conſiſt of a Houſe of Mercy, a royal Hoſpital, and 


ſeveral others; with twenty two Monaſteries, Convents and Colleges, within the 


City and Neighbourhood, viz. the Convent of Franciſcan Friars, founded, in the 
Life-time of the Saint, near to the ancient Palace, and was firſt poſſeſſed by Con- 
ventuals, but paſſed to the Obfervantes i in the Year 151 3, by a Bull from Pope 
Leo X; that of Dominican Friars, whoſe F oundation was in the Year 1286; that 
of Santa Helena do Monte Calvario, Occ upied by Capuchin Nuns, of the primary 
Rule of Sante Clara, founded in 1579, by the Infanta Donna Maria, Daughter 
to King Manoel; that of the Nuns of Sans Clara, built by Don Vaſco Perdigaon, 
| Biſhop of Evora, who begun it in the Year 14 58; that of Santa Catharina de Sena, 
of Dominican Nuns; who at firſt profeſſed the third Rule of that Order, with the 
Title of Nuns of Santa Martha, but afterwards admitted the OZ/ervance, and 
paſſed t to the new Houſe i in 1547; the Convent of St. Jobn the Evangeliſt, of ſe- 
cular Ca gons, founded i in the Vear 148: 5, by Don Rodrigo de Mello, the firſt Earl 
of Olrventa; the College of Efpirito Santo, occupied by Jeſuits, and founded by 
the Cardinal Don Henrique in 1554, for the Seat of an Univerſity, of which I 
ſhall lay. ſomething more preſently ; „ the College of Noſſa Senhora da Purificagaon, 
built by the ſaid ardinal f in 1554, for Students in Theology, under the Direc- 
tion off e ſaid J efuits,; ; the 9 9 755 of Noſſa Senhora das Merces, occupied by diſ- 
calceated exmits of St. Auguſtin, founded in 1669; the College of Monks, of 
the Order of 5.

ing; the Monaſtery of S. Bento, of Bernardine Nuns, founded in 1 169, where 
many had retired to, and to which Urrace Ximenes, a Woman of a noble Family, 

gave Beginning, with ſeveral of her Relations, about three Quarters of a League 
without the City; the Convent of Santa Margarida, of Pauliſtine Friars, founded 
in 1456, about a League out of Town; the Convent of Bom Jeſus de Valverde, 
poſſeſſed by Capuchin Friars, of the Poti da Piedade, founded by Cardinal Don 
Henrique in the Year 1544, near the Archbiſhop's Villa or Country-ſeat; the Con- 
vent of Menino Jeſus, with Nuns of St. Auſtin, ſubject to the Archbiſhops of 


Evora, and was founded in the Vear 1 3803 the College da Madre de Deos, founded 


in 1595, under the Adminiſtration of the Jeſuits. There are alſo many Places of 
Retirement in this City; among which, that of the Noble Maids of S. Mancio is 
chief, ſubject to the Adminiſtration of the Archbiſhops. 

Among the many Prerogatives of this City, the following ones are what it 
-moſtly boaſts of: The Court having been kept here in Part of King John III's 
Reign, and that of ſeveral of his Predeceſſors: Its being a celebrated Univer- 
ſity, founded by the Cardinal Infante Don Henrique in the Year 1559, and yie!ded 
to the Jeſuits ;. who have in it three Chairs'of ſpeculative Theology, one of Scrip- 


ture, two of moral Theology, four of Philoſophy, and ſeveral Claſſes for the Study 


of Humanity: Its being the Reſidence of a Tribunal of the Inquiſition; which 
is the ſecond ſettled in the Kingdom, and was eſtabliſhed in this City by the 
aforeſaid Cardinal Infante in 1563, who was then Inquiſitor-General. 

It is likewiſe rendered illuſtrious by having had ſeveral Cortes celebrated in it; 
as in the Reigns of King Durate, King Afﬀenſo V, and John II: And for the Suc- 
cours of 1000 Foot and 200 Horſe, afforded Afonſo IV. in the Expedition to aſ- 
fiſt his Son-in-Law, Aﬀonſo XI. King of Caftile, when he nes the celebrated 
Battle of Salado. 1 

In the Reign of Afonſo VI, and in May, 1663, this City was taken by Don 
Jobn of Auſtria; but was reſtored to the Portugueſe Troops 1 in the Month follow- 
ing, after the Battle of Amerxial, which the Earl of Y:Ilaflor gained over the 


ſaid Prince, who was retiring from the Kingdom, without Hopes of preſerving 


Evora. 
Its Arms are, a Man on horſeback, armed, in a Shield, with a Field, argent, > 


with a Sword in his right Hand, and the Heads of a Man and Woman in his 


left. The primitive Name of this City was Ebora, as is ſeen i 1 5 Pomp. 
zough in 


the Reign of Julius Ceſar, it was alſo called Liberalitas Julia: In Procefs of Time

. Eftremoz was once the Head of a Diſtrict, whoſe Correi gaon extended to ſix- 


teen Towns, mentioned by Durate Nunes de Leaon, in his Deſcri tion of Portu- 
gal, which he compoſed in the Year 1599; ſo that then it continued to enjoy 
the ſaid Juriſdiction: But in Time it was aboliſhed, and added to the Correigaon 
of Evora; and the Ouvidorias of Avis and Villa-vigoſa being created, the greateſt 
Part of the Lands were divided between them. 
The Name of Eftremoz is by many derived from the Word Tramogos ( Lupins), 
with which Plants that Part abounded at the Time of the Foundation of the 
Ton; and it is certain that this Plant is ſtill preſerved i in its Arms. 

This Town hath one of the beſt Fortifications in the Kingdom; having, 
within the Walls, ten Bulwarks, three demi Baſtions, and one Redent, with 
the exterior Works of Ravelins, Half-moons, and Conſervas. The Caſtle, which 
is in Form of a Citadel, and alſo makes Part of the Incloſure of the Place, hath 
four Bulwarks and two half Bulwarks, joined to the old Wall ; and, to have it 
in the greateſt Perfection, there only wanted the artificial Foſſes: To the ſouth- 
ward, there is a riſing Ground, occupied by a ſquare Fort of four Bulwarks 
and a Ravelin, covered towards the Country with an Advance-work, in Form of 
a Tenaille, called St. Foſeph; and to the Eaſt is a Hill, at a Diſtance from the 
Place, defended by a ſquare.Redoubt, called S. Barbara: But Time and Neglect 


have had the ſame Effect on theſe Fortifications as on the others of the Kingdom. 


This Town is reckoned to contain 2200 Families, in three Pariſhes; that of 
Santa Maria, the Mother Church, Santo Andre, and Santiago, all in the Preſenta- 
tion of the Order of Aviz. The other public Buildings are, a Houſe of Mercy, 
"Hoſpital, and fix Convents, viz. that of Franciſcan Friars, a Foundation of King 
 Aﬀonſo III; that of S. Joaon de Deos; that of deſcalceated Auguſtin Friars, built 
in 1671, in the Street das Freiras (of the Nuns), whoſe Church formerly be- 
longed to the Recluſes of Santa Clara; the Nuns of the Order of Malta, dedicated 
to St. Jobn tbe Baptiſt, founded firſt at Evora in the Vear 1519, and afterwards 
moved to this Place by the Infante Don Luis, when Prior do Crato, in the Year 
1563; that of Nofſa Senhora da Conceigaon, occupied by the Fathers of the Con- 
gregation of S. Filippe Neri, founded by Don Fr. Luiz da Sylva Telles, Archbiſhop 
of Evora, in the Year 1698; that of Santo Antonio, poſſeſſed by Capuchin Friars, 
of the Province da Predade, founded the laſt Time, in the Vear 1662, at a ſmall 
Diſtance: from the Tow. 

Among the moſt remarkable 8 of this Town, are to Is counted that the 
Queen Santa Iſabel, Wife of King Dennis, died here on the 4th of July, 13363 
and King Peter I, on the 18th of January, 1367. This Place is likewiſe noted 
for the excellent Marble that its neighbouring Quarries produce, which, after 
being properly wrought and poliſhed, almoſt equals Alabaſter in its Whiteneſs;

fruitful Country. Its Foundation is commonly attributed to the Ci, ,. 
and its Reputation in Time increaſing, the Romans granted it many Honours 
and Privileges; creating it one of the five Colonies of Lufitane, and appointing 
it one of the three juridical Convents, or Courts of the ſaid Province: Julius 
Cefar gave it alſo the Name of Pax Julia; though ſome Spani/ Authors appro- 
priate this Name to Badgjoa, which is attempted to be diſproved by the follow- 
ing Reaſons. And, firſt, it is in Favour of Beje from its Situation, as Prolemy, 
ſpeaking of Pax Julia, places it in the Province of Laſitama; whereas the City 
of Badajoz ſtood in that of Betiea, being on the other Side of the Guadi ana, whoſe 
Waters parted the two Provinces: The ſecond Reaſon for the Plea, is, that it 
was very natural for the Romans (as ſtriẽt Obſervers of good Order), on inſtitut- 
ing the ſaid quridical Convents, to facilitate the intended Recourſe, by ſettling 
them equidiſtant one from another. and if ſo, Merida being one of them, and

___ Mts the Option uf Reſende, ind other leaned Antiqruatiae, that the City of 
Dagger is founded on the very Spot that the famous Lacobriga anciently occu- 
Pied, of which, Prolemy and the Itinerary of Antoninus Pius make Mention; and 
it is ſuppoſed to haye been a Colony of Carthaginians, built above three hun- 
died Vears before the Birth of our Saviour. In Proceſs of Time it fell into 
Ruins, and was reduced to a ſmall Village of little Note, retaining for many 
Ages the Privileges only of a Town: King Sebaſtian reſtored it to its ancient 
Dignity, by granting it a City's Charter, at a Time when it was incloſed with a 
good Wall, had a Caftle called Pinhaon (of which I ſhall preſently ſay EINE 
more), and its celebrated Aqueducts, built by Order of King Manoel. 

The Fortification of the Place is irregular, made ſo by following the Situa- 
tion of the Ground: It is compoſed of nine imperfect Bulwarks, girt together 
on the Land Side; and of five Redoubts, towards the River (which takes the 
Name of the Place); and forms in its Mouth a little Port, with ſeven or eight 
Fathom Water (as T have before obſerved), defended by the Fort Bandeira; a mo- 

dern Work, and well furniſhed with Artillery: At the Diſtance of a large Muſ- 
ket-ſhot, to the weſtward; is the Fortreſs of Pinbaon, on an elevated Situation, 
in Form of a Peninſula, with Batteries above and below to defend the Bay, which 
the Sea there makes with the Point da Piedade (on which there is mother Bat- 
tery), and the Point do Carvoeiro, on which a Fort is erected. 

This City had the Preeminence for a long Time of being the Reſidence of the 
ſupreme Officer of Agarve (now moved to Tavira), under various Denomina- 
tions; which originally was that of Annadel, as appears by an Order of King 
| Fernando, dated the 2d of April, 1415, wrote on Parchment, and kept in the 
Chamber of Lagos: In Time the Title was changed from Annadel. to Fronteiro 

mir; and the firſt of which Mention is made, belonging to the Kingdom af Al- 
garve, is on the ad of December, 1460, when the Inhabitants of Lagos complained

| Lagos, 1s Martim Correa da Sylva, in the Year 1581. The Regimen of theſe Go- 
vernors was given, in 1596, to Ruy Lourengo de Tavora; and it was increaſed af- 
terwards, in the Year 1624, when aon Furtado de Mendoga was ſent to govern 


this Kingdom, with the Obligation to reſide either at Lagos or Tavira. 


This City contains 801 Fires, with 2872 Communicants, diſtributed in two 
Pariſhes: Of which'thefirſt is the Mother Church of Santa Maria, ſeated to the 
South, at a httle Diſtance from tlie Walls; it is very ancient, and was enlarged 
in 1480, and had a Prior and four Benefices created in it: The other Church is 
that of S. Sebaftiaon, ſeated northward, and was formerly called the Concergaon ;

Taſte and Money more abounds. A fine Bridge joins the two Parts of the City

The Antiquarian, Andre de Refſende, conjectures, that Tavira is the ancient 
Bala, of Which, Pomponius, Pliny, Ptolemy, and the Hinerary of Antoninus Pius, 
make Mention: But not to enlarge on the Uncertainty of this Opinion, or Time 
of its Foundation, I ſhall only obſerve its having undergone the ſame Misfortune 
as the other Places of Agarve, by the Moors Entrance into Spain; until Don 
Pays Peres Correa, in the Year 1242, deliyered it from this Captivity,- being then 
only Gommendador of Alcacer-do Sal (a Place ſo called) 1 in the Reign of Sancho II.

This Town contains 1514 Pires with 4921 Communicants, in only one Pa- 
iſh, dedicated to S. Clemente, which hath a Prior, a beneficed Curate of the Order 
of Santiago, beſides four other Benefices in the Biſhop's Preſentation.

by a devout Prieſt, named Father Joaon de Aguiar; in which they remained till

Faro is ſeated in the Latitude of 162 58, and A Loki 10: 22, five i Lal i 
from Tavira, and a little more than four from Forte da Quarteira, which ſtands in 
Front of Cape Saint Mary's; the Bar lies to the eaſtward of the City, from which 
it is a League and a half diſtant; its Entrance is very narrow, with many Shelves 
to the ſouthward of it, which are ſubject to alter, according as the Winds and 
Tides affect them. The River leading to the City, hath many Turnings and 
Windings, with little Depth of Water; ſo that Veſſels which draw much, are 


obliged to unload Part of their Cargo in Boats before they can come up to the 


Key, which a Ship of two hundred Tons in no ſhape can: When the Tide is out, 
a great Number of little Iſles appear, which the Flood hides; and both above and 
below the City are ſeveral Corn-Mills along the Shore, with their reſpective Dams, 


which grind a Sufficiency of Meal for the Inhabitants Supply. The Bar is de-

Stone, which Manner of Building was peculiar to the Africans. At the Time of 
its Conqueſt, it was well fortified. and ſtored, by the Facility with which the Mi- 
ramamolim (or Emperor) of Morocco had to ſupply and ſuccour it; but being be- 
ſieged by Land and Sea, it capitulated and ſurrendered to King Afonſo, who per- 
ſonally engaged in the Enterprize : After the Expiration of almoſt ſeventeen 
Years, that is, in the Year 1266, the faid Prince gave it a Charter, as he did to 
ſeveral other Places in Agarve; and it ſo continued till the Reign of Jobn III, 
who honoured it with the Dignity and Privileges of a City. 

Faro now enjoys not only the Preeminence of a City, but that of an epiſcopal | 
one, by tranſlating the Chair from Sylves here, as this had before been moved 
from Ofſpnoba there: Ever fince the Reign of King John III, and the Epiſcopate 
of Don Manuel de Souſa, a. Brief was ſolicited for this Purpoſe, but could not 
then, be obtained; nor was the Attempt more ſucceſsfully repeated in the ſubſe- 
quent Biſhop' s. Time. (Don John de Mello), by the Oppoſition of the Clergy, Se- 
nate, and Nobility of Sylves: But on the illuſtrious Prelate Don Feronymo Oſorio s 
coming to the Government of that Dioceſe, in the Year 1564, he renewed the In- 
ſtances for, and obtained the T ranſlation, which was finally concluded before 
the Vear 580; in which. he died, in the Month of Auguſt; as appears (among 
other Memorials) by an authenticated Proviſion of the ſaid Prelate, by the which
